New Delhi, the 3rd March 1953 
Subject: — Policy for January — June 1953 for certain Items 

No. 30-ITC(P.N.) / 53. — The Government of India have reviewed the import 
policy for the items on which import duties have recently been raised. The 
changes made as a result of this review in the import policy of these items 
have been incorporated in Annexure A to this Public Notice. The entries in 
this Annexure follow the order of those given in Appendix A of the Red Book 
for the period January — June 1953 which may be deemed to have been modified 
or substituted accordingly. 

2. It will be noticed that quota percentages for some Items have been increased 
Established importers who have obtained their quota licences for theso items in 
accordance with the original provision are advised to apply for an additional 
licence for the balance value for which they have now become eligible. They 
need not produce any documentary evidence along with their application: it 
will be enough if ihe exchange control copy of the Import licence granted to them 
together with the treasury receipt for the required licence-fee Is submitted to 
the licensing authority for necessary action. Established Importers who have 
npt yet received their licence for the current licensing period are advised to 
; mit only the treasury receipt for the extra licence-fee that may be required, 
giving a cross-reference to their original application. On receipt of this 
treasury receipt, they will be given the import licence for the value for which 
they have become eligible in consequence of the decisions contained in Annexure 
A to this Notice, 

3. In regard to articles for which no quotas had been announced originally 
.but for which quotas have been provided in Annexure A to this Public Notice 
importers are asked to apply In the prescribed form and manner to the licensing 
authorities indicated against each item. Applications should reach ihe licensing 
authority as eariv as possible and in any case not later than the 13th April 1953.
